The swe tithis of children now 
attending tke public elementary 
schools is given at about six mil.

oid growths obstructive of proper 
breathing, twenty to forty percent 
from extensive and injurious: de- 
oay of teeth, forty per cent from 
unclean heads, and about one per 
cent from ringworm, tuberculosis 
and heart disease. 

The London Times, comment- 
ing upor these’startling facts. and 
figures, urges upon the authorities 
as their chief business the duty of 
making cleanliness possible, and 
upon the schools as their chief 
business the duty of demonstrat. 
ing its value and importance, 
“When this foundation has been 
laid, the rule of three and piano 
playing will become entitled to 
their pleces in the scheme of edu- 
cation.”

It is the custom of many parents 
to spend on their children at 
Christmas time amounts which at 
other times of the year they feel 
they sould not afford, and too fre- 
quently are the purchases made of 
no lasting or permanent benefit.

Ta all probability Mr. Kipling is 
the worst man to consnit on a 
matter of this sort, steeped as he 
is in oriental and exotic romanti- 
cism. ¢ 

Look over his:poems and prose 
works, and a tendency to the weird 
quaint and uncouth will be found 
in the names used in these pages. 
In this way. he closely resembles 
Dickens and Thackeray, Not that 
those great authors were oriental. 
But they hunted London over for 
names that suggested caricature 
and then used’them for the pur- 
poses of burlesque. Dickens was 
at all times ready to pay hand- 
somely for @ mame that would 
fit'into his gallery of Chuzzlewit, 
Swiveller, Uriah Heap or Piok- 
wick. 

Poets and story writers have al- 
ways preferred queer names, and 
as Mr. Kipling suggests, ‘“any- 
thing that echoes the old Urees 
aod Blackfoot tradition of red 
mystery and romance that once 
filled the prairie,” is after their 
own heart. ‘To sit in an armchair 
at Brighton, Engtand, as this cele- 
brated author does, and to conjure 
up scenes of “red romance” on the 
plains of southern Alberta, where 
people are in reality making bricks 
is beautiful as poetry, but it has 
very little todo ‘with western de- 
velopment. 

In the letters published by Mr. 
Kipliug during his last itineranoy 
through the dominion, many 
splendid, isolated descriptions are 
readily recalied,—such as the wo- 
mab Waiting for the street car in 
Winuipeg,—but can anyone re- 
eall a commeroial or practical idea 


of value that drop red hot from 
those columns?

Calgary, Deo. 21.—Dr. M. Clark 
M.P., of Olde, arrived in the city 
last night from Ottawa on his way 
to spend the Christmas holidays 
with his family. 

In speaking in regard to the re- 
ception given the farmers’ delega- 
tion to Ottawa, Dr. Olark said that 
in his opinion its results. would be 
far reaching. At the dinner ten- 
dered them by Hon. Frank Oliver, 
the members of the delegation ex- 
pressed their satisfaction at the 
reception which they-had received, 

The feeling of the government 
towards the delegation was very 
aptly described by Sir Frederick 
Borden in addressing them, when 
he said that “it appeared to have 
all the elements of a mighty move- 
ment.” 

“Although there were farmers 
from.all parts of Canada in the 
legislation.” said Dr. Olark, “it 
was an entirely Western spirit that 
prevailed and Western men took a 
leading part. They were as fine a 
body of men as could be got to- 
gether anywhere, and the Eastern 
members were greatly impressed 
with their keenness of grasp and 
knowledge of affairs. 

“Sir Wilfrid’s reply to their res- 
olution was necessarily non-com. 
mittal although he showed a keen 
sympathy with many of the argu. 
ments advanced. It would have 
been unwise for the premier at 
this time when negotiations re- 
garding reciprocity with the Unit- 
ed States ere proceeding to have 
announved just what changes the 
government proposes to make in 
the tariff.” 

In regard to other federal mat- 
ters, Dr. Olark said that the de- 
bate on the address, which was 
really a debate on the naval policy 
of the government, showed very 
plainly the lamentable weakness 
of the opposition. Altbough its 
strength on the vote on the 
amendment was not up to normal, 
even thie did not show fully bow 
weak the party was in the debate 
nor how unsatisfactory is ite poli- 
cy ov that question,

cy to go ahead with its proposed 
reforms.
